SHIPPING INTERESTS,

The United States Merchant Marine Com- 
mission, appointed to investigate the condi- 
tions whi 4 handicap American shipping 
interests in competition with other nations 
of the world, has met in San Mrancisco and 
heard from those who are interested their 
reasons fur the paticily of American boltoms 
in ocean trade and the necd of Government 
aid in the situation. ‘The subject is no new 
one. It came prominently ta the front 
during the first administration of the late 
Président McKinley and has since been 
before Congress. No decision, however, 
appears tu bave been reached, and now that 
the question has been revived serious atten- 
tion is being shewn with a view of ex- 
panding, the American merchant matine, 
lie president of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, who was called before 
the commission, shared in the general 
opinion that subsidy in some form -or an- 
other would best further the interests of 
American commerce. His evidence, of 
considerable interest to us in Hongkong, was 
directed ‘to show that the chief factor against 
the success of the merchant marine was the 
high cost ‘of operation, while cost of con- 
structign, repair work, wages, oud and other 
matters of outlay all combined to handicap 
the American skipper. While he was 
enthusiastic for the building up of a thorough - 
ly American seafaring class, he argued that 
there should be no restriction preventing the 
ships from employing the labour that they 
could {get cheapest, and was frank to admit 
that the Pacific Mail employed Chinese and 
other Asiatics on its trans-Pacific. ships be- 
cause of the dollars and cents involved. 
Another point touched upon by him, after 
he had startled the Commissioners by declar- 
ing that the company had rejected the postal 
subsidy, was in relation to the cost of butld- 
ing and repairing vessels in American and 
in foreign shipyards. He could have all his 
ships docked and overhauled in* Hong- 
kong, he said, at 55 per cent less than 
what it costs in San Francisco. Moreover,’ 
he asserted that the Pacitic Mail Company 
would rather have the cleaning and pai nting 
of their new ships done in the Orient, all 
other things being equal, because—and he 
regretted lo say it—the Chinese labourers 
did better work than the Americans. ‘This, 
indeed, is a most satisfactory statement for 
us in Hongkong, who are thoroughly. ac- 
quainted with the excellent work turned out 
from the lirge establishment across the har- 
vour. In has been the custom of the P. M, 
$. S$. Co. to have repairs on their trans- 
Pacific liners made in the Colony owing to 
the labour situation in America, but now 
that such a gratifying statement comes from 
its president there is evety probability of 
the steamers continuing to have their 
work executed .at the local docks. Many 
witnesses were called before the» com- 
mission and a host of suggestions made 
regarding the shipping industy, but the. 
whole question reverted to subsidy,” 
The local Chronicle, however, thinks it is 
doubtful if it would be good public policy 
to subsidize American ships or-to extend to 
them such preferential treatment that there 
would be some temptation to citizens of the 
United States. to engage’ in the ocean- 
carrying trade.. There is no secret about:
